The  report  of  the  State  Mission  Board  was  read,  with  the 
accompanying  suggestion,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the 
Report  of  the  State  Mission  Hoard. 

SIXTH   ANNUAL    RFI'ORT  OF  THK  STATE  MISSION   BOARD  OF 
THE  ALABAMA  STATK  CONVENTION. 

In  keeping  with  the  spirit  which  pervaded  the  last  meeting  of  this  body, 
your  Board  has  addressed  itself  with  earnestness  to  the  prosecution  of  the  great 
work  committed  to  it.  Persistent  endeavors  have  been  made  by  means  of  cir- 
culars, extensive  corres|>ondci)ce,  and  personal  contact  of  the  Corresponding 
Secretary  with  the  people,  to  widen  and  deepen  the  interest  of  the  churches  in 
all  our  denominational  enterprises. 

At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board  after  the  adjournment  of  the  Conven- 
tion, it  was  resolved  to  endeavor  to  raise  during  the  conventional  year  $8,ooo 
for  State  Missions,  $4,000  for  Home  Missions,  $2,000  for  Foreign  Missions  and 
$3,000  for  Ministerial  F.ducation — $17,000  in  all.  In  an  address  issued  by  the 
Board  to  the  Baptists  of  Alabama,  giving  an  exposition  of  its  understanding  of 
the  work  committed  to  it,  the  above  amount  was  apportioned  among  the  thirty- 
live  associations  in  sympathy  with  this  body,  and  tliey  were  asked  to  endorse 
the  suggestions  of  the  Board,  and  to  stimulate  their  churches  to  make  prayerful 
efforts  to  raise  the  amounts  asked  for.  A  majority  of  them  cordially  accepted  the 
suggestions,  and  through  committees  of  their  wisest  and  best  brethren  distrib- 
uted the  amounts  amongst  their  churches. 

In  making  the  distribution  reference  was  had  not  merely  to  the  number  of 
the  reported  membership  of  the  churches  of  each  association,  but  also  to  their 
financial  ability,  as  well  as  to  the  degree  or  want  of  development  in  the  grace 
of  liberality,  as  manifested  by  previous  contributions  or  failure  to  contribute.  The 
advantages  of  such  an  apportionment,  when  wisely  and  equitably  adjusted,  are  ob- 
vious. It  equalizes  the  work  of  contributions  among  the  churches  and  affords  to 
each  one  both  the  knowledge  of  what  it  is  expected  to  do,  and  the  advantage  of  a 
definite  object  at  which  to  aim  in  its  contribution.  The  results  have  been  most  grat- 
ifying. Although,  owing  to  short  crops,  there  has  been  great  financial  depression, 
yet  through  the  hearty  co-operation  of  many  of  our  pastors,  with  the  efforts  put  forth 
by  the  Board,  the  plan  has  worked  well,  Contributions  to  State  Missions  have  been 
increased  nearly  50  per  cent.,  whilst  those  to  Foreign  Missions  have  been  doubled, 
and  those  to  Home  M  issions  largely  increased.  A  considerable  sum  has  also  been  re- 
alized for  Ministerial  Education.  The  financial  report  will  not  show  the  full 
amount  contributed  to  this  last  object,  on  account  of  a  larg*  amount  of  the  contri- 
butions not  having  passed  through  the  Board,  nor  been  reported  to  it. 
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After  a  year's  trial,  your  Heard  is  fully  convinced  of  the  practicability  of 
the  mission  plan  adopted  by  this  Convention  at  its  last  session,  ami  we  record* 
mend  its  continuance. 

The  missionary  work  proper  of  the  Hoard  has  been  prosecuted  with  evi- 
dent tokens  of  Divine  approval.  From  the  statistics  at  the  close  of  this  report 
it  will  be  seen  that  a  good  year's  work  has  been  done.  In  past  years  the  work 
was  mostly  among  the  churches;  this  year  our  missionaries  have  labored  most- 
ly at  destitute  points,  and  with  weak  churches.  The  evangelistic  feature  of  the 
work  has  been  largely  discontinued.  Some  Associations,  however,  demand  its 
continuance  in  their  bounds.  Attention  is  being  given  to  centres  of  influence. 
Missionaries  of  the  Hoard  arc  endeavoring  to  build  up  the  cause  in  sixteen  of 
our  towns.  In  Cherokee,  Decatur  and  Madison  in  North  Alabama;  in  Mem- 
phis and  Vienna  in  West  Alabama;  in  Geneva  in  South  East  Alabama;  in 
Hayncville,  Lowndcsboro,  Autaugaville,  Karmersville,  Uniontown,  Newbernc 
and  Circensboro,  in  Central  Alabama;  in  Edwardsville  and  Anniston  in  North 
Kast  Alabama; — in  most  of  these  towns  the  prospect  is  encouraging.  As  many 
more  towns  claim  our  attention  and  offer  inviting  fields  for  usefulness. 

New  fields  arc  opening  to  us  and  calling  loudly  for  help.  From  Washing- 
ton county  the  Macedonian  cry  has  repeatedly  reached  the  Hoard  during  the  past 
year.  No  favorable  response  could  be  given  for  lack  of  means.  In  Baldwin 
county  there  is  a  fearful  destitution  of  the  Gospel,  We  are  assured  that  there 
are  Baptist  churches  in  that  county  that  have  not  had  any  preaching  in  seven 
years.  A  missionary  should  be  sent  to  them  at  once.  With  proper  cultivation 
there  arc  several  points  in  the  country  that  with  Cod's  blessing  would  soon  be- 
come centres  of  influence  for  good.  An  additional  laborer  should  be  sent  to 
South-east  Alabama  to  aid  Hro.  Callaway  in  his  extensive  field.  At  Anniston 
Iron  Works  on  the  S.  R.  &  I).  R.  R..  one  of  our  missionaries  reports  seventy 
Baptists  without  regular  preaching,  without  church  organization  and  without  a 
house.  The  company  offers  to  donate  a  lot  if  the  denomination  will  erect  a 
house  thereon.  At  Calera  regular  preaching  should  be  maintained.  And  what 
shall  we  say  of  the  fifteen  associations  not  in  harmony  with  this  Convention,  who 
are  not  contributing  a  dollar  to  any  of  its  enterprises?  Must  they  be  let  alone? 
Nay  !  Earnest  men  of  God  should  be  sent  among  them  to  stir  up  their  pure 
minds  by  way  of  remembrance  and  to  invite  them  to  stand  shoulder  to  shoul- 
der with  us  in  our  labors  for  the  Master.  They  can,  they  ought,  they  must  l>e 
won  over.  Oh,  for  men  and  means  to  occupy  these  and  other  points  and  reap  a  .  „  (  "- 
rich  harvest  of  souls  for  Christ !  t.f   -      r  «v»{ 

COl.l'OKTAfiK   WORK.  \  <        \  }J\ 

The  Hoard,    in  its  desire  to  carry  out  the  wishes  of  the  Convention  in  the  in-^ 
auguration  of  this  work,  was  at  the  very  outset  confronted  with  the  difficulty  of  ^      * 
not  having  a  dollar  in  the  treasury    to   operate  with.     Some    few   churches  and  r*.*\v 
Ladies  Missionary  Societies    responded  favorably    to  appeals  for   contributions.         ' 
With  the    amounts  thus  obtained  and    an  amount    generously   loaned  by    mem- 
bers of  the  Hoard  in  Selma    a   beginning   was  made.     Five  men  have  for  some 
time  been  in  the  field  as  colporteurs,  and  two   engaged    in  the   work  in  connec- 
tion with  missionary  labor.     No  salaries   have   been  paid    to   those    brethren — 
they  have  been  dependent  on  the  profits    realized    from  sales  of  books  for  their 
support.     Two  formidable  difficulties  have  been  in    their  way.     Almost    impas- 
sable roads  during  the  winter  and  spring  months  and  a  meagre  supply  of  books, 
owing  to  our  limited  canital.     Under    the  circumstances  thev  have   done    well. 
There  is  a  very  general  demand  for  sound  religious  literature  in  almost  every  part 
of  the  State.   We  suggest  to  the  Convention  to  take  steps  to  secure  a    permanent 
fund  of  at  least  $1,200  forthiswork.    With  this  amount  secured,  we  believe  the 
demand  can  be  met.     It  affords  us  pleasure  to   state  that  the  American  Baptist 
Publication  Society  has  recently  made  a  generous  contribution   to  the  Board  of 
two  hundred    Bibles  for  distribution  among  the  destitute. 
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work  amono  the  colored  rr.ni  i. k. 
A  Committee  appointed  by  your  Board  attended  the  meeting  of  the  colored 
Baptist  State  Convention  last  November,  and  expressed  to  them  the  desire  of 
this  Convention  to  aid  in  tiie  evangelization  of  their  people.  A  committee  ap- 
pointed by  their  Convention  met  the  Hoard  at  its  meeting  in  January.  After 
conferring  together  it  was  agreed  to  appoint  one  of  their  ministers,  Rev.  C.  O. 
Booth,  to  the  work,  on  condition  that  the  colored  Convention  furnish  one-half 
of  his  support,  anil  that  his  labors  he  directed  by  the  Board  of  this  Convention. 
Bro.  Booth  has  been  abundant  in  labors.  Ho  has  been  engaged  in  holding  In- 
stitutes for  the  instruction  of  ministers,  deacons  ami  Sunday  school  teachers,  and 
in  doing  good  amongst  his  people  wherever  an  opportunity  presented  itself. 
By  his  real  and  Christian  demeanor  he  has  commended  himself  wherever  he  has 
labored,  alike  to  the  favorable  regard  of  both  white  and  colored  people.  That  the 
work  thus  begun  should  be  continued  and  extended  will  not  be  doubted  by  any. 
For  its   continuance    some  provisions  must  be  made  by  the  Convention. 

HINDRANCES  TO  THE  WORK. 
The  general  desire  of  associations  whose  churches  contribute  to  State  Missions 
to  have  laTTGrcxpenilcil  in. their  bounds  equal  to  the  money  given,  is  a  great 
drawback  to  the  work.  It  hinders  the  Hoard  from  sending  men  and  mean-  t<> 
the  most  needy  fields  which  give  promise  of  speedy  returns  for  the  investment 
made. 

If  contributions  were  sent  to  the  Hoard  untiammcled  by  any  conditions,  thus 
allowing  the  Hoard  to  exercise  its  judgment  as  to  where  they  should  be  expen- 
ded, the  cry  of  gospel  destitution  would  soon  cease  to  be  heard  in  our  State. 
Under  the  present  manageinen  ,  the  Hoard,  in  deference  to  the  wishes  of  con- 
tributing bodies,  is    sometimes  compelled  to  act  contrary  to  its  judgment. 

Another  great  hindrance  to  the  work  is  the  unsatisfactory  way  in  which  our 
missionaries  receive  their  meagre  support,  Owing  to  tiie  want  of  system  in  the 
benevolence  of  our  churches,  the  missionary  is  sometimes  forced  to  the  necessi- 
ty of  visiting  them  in  order  to  gather  up  contribution-,  ami  nftlimes  (Compelled 
to  wail  till  the  associations  meet  in  the  fall  of  the  year,  before  they  can  meet  the 
bills  made  for  the  sustenance  of  those  dependent  upon  them.  We  suggest  that 
this  Convention  emphasize  in  some  way  tiie  importance  of  .systematic  contribu- 
tions in  our  churches  and  we  would  respectfully  ask  that  all  contributions  be 
forwarded  to  the  Hoard  so  that  the  missionaries  may  be  entirely  relieved  of  the 
unpleasant  task  of  getting  up  any  portion  of  their  support.  With  these  sugges- 
tions carried  out,  then  at  the  end  of  each  quarter  when  a  missionary's  report  is 
approved,  his  quarter's  salary  could  be  forwarded  to  him.  This  systematic  way 
of  doing  would  be  beneficial  alike  |.o  the  churches  and  to  the  missionaries. 

EXTENT  OK  OPERATIONS. 

Thirty-rive  brethren  have  been  in  the  employ  of  the  Board  for  a  part  or  all 
of  the  year — twenty-seven  as  missionaries,  two  as  missionaries  and  colporteurs, 
live  as  colporteurs  and  one  ns  an  evangelist  among  the  colored  people.  The 
aggregate  of  the  work  done  is  shown  by  the  following  summary:

M.  Soc.  org.,  2;  baptized,  165;  baptized  by  others,  etc.,  361:  Reed,  by 
letter,  no;  restored,  15;  Visits  to  churches,  819;  Preach,  Sta.,  125;  religious  vis- 
its, 3,018;  Dist,  meetings  attended,  28;  subscribers  to  the  ALABAMA  BAPTIST 
secured,  370;  deacons  ordained,  33;  ministers  ordained,  6;  young  men  in  fields 
of  labor  preparing  for  ministry,  41;  miles  traveled,  41,363;  volumes  sold,  1,500, 
value,  $1,015.21;  Bibles  sold,  249;  value,  $263.60;  Bibjes  and  Testaments  dona- 
ted, value  $9.45;  pages  tracts  distributed,   1,642. 

We  feel  profoundly  grateful  to  (Jod  for  his  favoring  smiles  and  for  the 
measure  of  success  that  has  attended  the  efforts  put  forth  by  your  Board  dur\ng 
the  year.     With  the  means  we  have  been  able  to  command   we  have  done  t  he 
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best  wc  could,  Much  lias  been  already  accomplished,  i>ut  much  yei  remains  .. 
be  done.  There  must  be  no  relaxation  of  prayerful  an>l  liberal  zeal  in  the  great 
work  of  State  evangelization,  fOur  efforts  must  not  cease,  till  a  baptist  church 
i>  placed  within  the  reach  of  every  citizen  of  Alabama,  until  all  our  pastors 
become  missionary  agents  foi  their  own  fields,  depending  rt<>  longer  on  am 
agent  to  do  the  work  that  belongs  to  themselves,  and  until  every  church  reflect? 
the  light  of  (rod's  truth  in  the  lives  of  its  members  and  give,  lively  of  it-,  mean- 
to  send  the  glad  tidings  of  salvation  to  earth's  remotest  boiryjj^  Praying  God's 
blessing  upon  this  meeting  uf  the  Convention,  this  report  is  respectfully  sub- 
mitted, r.

The  work  of  Women's  Missionary  Societies  having  hitherto  been  largely  neg- 
lected in  Alabama,  we  suggest  that  the  State  Mission  Hoard  be  instructed  to  ap- 
point a  female  Central  Committee,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  organize  female  mis- 
sionary societies  in  the  churches,  to  collect  funds  for  missions,  the  said  funds  to 
be  transmitted  through  the  treasury  of  their  churches  to  the  treasury  of  the 
State  Hoard  ami  thence  to  be  distributed  as  the  donors  may  desire.

RETORT  <>!•  TRUSTEES  0*  HOWARD  COI.I.ECE. 

'The  financial  depression,  incident  to  the  failure  of  crops  in  many  sections 
of  our  state  last  year,  created  apprehension  as  to  the  opening  of  the  'past  ses- 
sion of  Howard  College.  This  depression  was  felt,  most  sensibly,  by  our  farm- 
ing, mercantile  and  school  interests.  And  yet  while  the  number  of  pupils  in 
other  schools  and  colleges  was  diminished,  your  institution  had  a  most  pros- 
perous  session.  This  fact  demonstrates,  tnoft  potently,  that  the  mental  and 
moral  training  given  hy  Howard  College  is  being  more  appreciated  as  the 
distinctive  features  become  known. 
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The  Faculty  have  sustained  ilieir  previous  reputation  foi  «cal  and  fidelity 
injhe  discharge  of  their  duties.  While  we  lose  the  efficient  services  of  Col. 
\V.  R.  tyoggs,  -who  has  been  Commandant  of  the  Corps  <if  Cadets,  and  Prof, 
of  Chemistry,  we  congratulate  ourselves  on  having  been  able  to  till  this  position 
by  Prof.  A.  F.  Redd,  a  gialuat^o,  the  Vi.-gi  da  Military  Institute.  After  grad- 
uation, he  served  there  as  assis  an:  i  is  ructor.  lie  prepared  himself  for  the  Bap- 
tist ministry  at  our  Baptist  Theological  Seminary.  Afterwards  he  tilled  the 
chair  of  Chemistry  in  the  University  of  North  Carolina  with  distinction  for 
live  years.  He  has  the  highest  testimonials  from  the  best  men  of  that  and  other 
States  for  scientific  attainments,  energy  and  enthusiasm  in  his  work.  Prof,  II. 
I  >.  McCormick  of  Virginia  has  Ik-c.i  elected  Principal  of  the  Preparatory  De- 
partment. He  is  also  a  minister  of  the  Gospel  in  our  denomination,  and  bears 
the  highest  testimonials  for  Christian  character  and  scholarly  attainments.  He 
is  an  experienced  teacher,  and  we  think  the  position  could  not  better  be  tilled. 

We  enrolled  one  hundred  ami  thirty  pupils  last  session,  almost  all  of  whom 
were  in  the  College  Department.  Their  general  health  was  good,  and  their 
moral  deportment  excellent.  The  Home  Department,  established  some  two 
years  ago,  has  supplied  a  want  long  felt.  In  it  we  have  all  that  is  necessary  for 
the  comfort  and  care  of  the  sick,  and  Mrs.  Whittle,  a  lady  of  tine  Christian  char- 
acter, resides  in  this  department,  and  has  the  immediate  care  of  the  sick,  and  also 
the  supervision  of  the  Dining  Hall.  She  has  served  the  institution  faithfully 
and  efficiently  for  the  past  two  years,  and  will  still  remain  in  this  important  po- 
sition. 

'The  action  of  the  Convention  last  year  in  ursine;  churches  and  associations 
lo  provide  money  to  pay  tuition  for  Theological  Students  has  contributed  $290.65 
to  the  'Treasury.  We  are  persuaded  the  plan,  if  urged,  will  be  more 
generally  adopted  as  it  becomes  better  understood;  and  when  adopted  fully,  this 
beneficent  work  of  educating  the  young  ministers  of  the  State,  will  almost  en- 
tirely be  transferred  from  the  Faculty,  as  it  should  be,  to  the  Denomination  at 
large.  During  this  session  we  have  had  fifteen  of  these  Theological  Students, 
most  of  whom  promise  to  be  valuable  acquisitions  to  our  ministry.  Dr.  Winkler 
has  given  lessons  to  these  Ministerial  Students  and  Dr.  Murfee  has  voluntarily 
and  outside  of  usual  College  hours  given  such  training  to  this  class  of  students 
as  prepares  them  most  speedily  and  efficiently  for  their  holy  work.  'The  fruits 
of  this  training  have  proven  incalculably  valuable  to  these  young  men,  and  to 
the  denomination, 

'The  buildings,  apparatus,  and  other  property  are  in  good  condition.  The 
increased  number  of  boarders  of  the  past  session,  caused  a  corresponding  in- 
crease of  expenditure  for  furniture  and  necessitated  important  additions  to  the 
college  property    and  accomodations. 

For  years  past,  we  have  been  compelled  to  burden  you  with  a  report  of  the 
indebtedness  of  the  college,  created  on  the  faith  of  the  old  endow  ment,  Bui  now, 
with  thanks  to  an  all-wise  Providence,  wc  are  able  to  report  that  this  indebtedness 
has  been  discharged.  Not  only  are  we  able  to  report  that  the  college  is  out  of 
debt,  but  while  this  was  being  done,  the  current  expenses  were  met,  and  some 
$8,000  or  $10,000  in  nCw- property  were  added  to  the  Institution. 

'This  has  been  accomplished  by  observing  the  strictest  economy,  and  by 
the  fidelity  of  your  Hoard  and  of  the  Faculty,  Especially  has  this  burden  rest- 
ed upon  the  Faculty  w  lm  have  faithfully  and  uncomplainingly  worked  on  reduce  d 
salaries,     'This  we  should  not  expect  or  desire  them  to  do  longer. 

It  is  within  the  ability  of  the  Baptists  of  this  State  to  extend  the  usefulness  of 
their  college  and  10  pay  a  Faculty  salaries  commensurate  with  the  dignity  of  the 
position  they  till.  This  can  be  satisfactorily  accomplished  onh  through  an  en- 
dowment. 'That  the  denomination  will  sooner  or  later  enter  upon  ami  com- 
plcte'this  endownmeht  we  have  no  question,  It  is  for  you  in  your  wisdom  to 
determine  when  the  auspicious  time  has  conVc.  If  deemed  expedient  by  you,  we 
would  suggest  that  an  effort  be  made  during  the    coming  yar  to  obtain  $2«;,<>'xi 
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for  this  purpose.  We  would  also  suggest  that  it  be  for  no  special  or  favored 
chair.  Hut  that  the  income  arising  may  be  at  the  disposal  of  the  Hoard  for  the 
general  interests  of  the  Institution. 

We  cannot  close  this  report  without  an  appeal  to  the  ministry,  and  to  oth- 
ers of  our  denomination,  who  are  acquainted  with  the  merits  of  Howard  Col- 
lege, to  impress  those  interested  in  the  cause  of  education  with  the  fact,  that 
we  have  an  Institution  not  excelled  by  any  for  mental  and  moral  training:  and, 
all  things  considered,  ut  a  cost  not  greater  than  that  of  other  Institutions  of  the 
same  high  grade.  By  so  doing,  not  only  will  this  vital  interest  of  our  Denom- 
ination be  Fostered,  but  we  are  persuaded  that  the  cause  of  religion,  education, 
and  morality  will  be  promoted.  The  term  of  office  of  one  division  of  your 
Hoard  expires  nt  this  session  of  the  Convention.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  JUDSON 
FEMALE  INSTITUTE. 

TO  THE  ALABAMA  BAPTIST  STATE  CONVENTION  : 

The  forty-third  session  of  the  Institution  closed  on  the  l6tli  of  June  last, 
and  the  high  terms  of  commendation  in  which  the  commencement  exercises 
were  spoken  of  by  the  many  visitors  and  friends  who  attended  the  same,  from 
this  and  adjoining  States,  were  exceedingly  gratifying, and  will  tend,  no  doubt,  to 
greater  and  renewed  exertions  on  the  part  of  all  concerned  to  keep  the  Judson 
in  the  front  rank  as  an  educator  of  the  daughters  of  the  land. 

The  number  of  pupils  in  attendance  during  the  session  was  one  hundred 
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and  twenty.  In  the  Regulai  Collegiate  department  there  were  eleven  grad- 
uates, and  five  young  ladies  received  diplomas  in  the  Partial  or  Kclcctic  course. 
Four  gold  inedaN  were  conferred:  one  in  the  Excelsior  course}  two  in  Music,  and 
one  in  the  Department  of  Art.  These  medals  are  awarded  to  pupils  for  profi- 
ciency and  excellence  in  their  respective  departments. 

The  indebtedness  of  the  Institution  has  been  considerably  reduced  during  the 
past  year,  and  the  Hoard  entertain  the  hope  that,  with  their  present  arrangements, 
the  balance  can  be  met  at  maturity.  . . 

The  Hoard  congratulate  themselves  and  the  Convention  th.it  the  Rev.  1..  K. 
C.wr.ltncv,   I).   I'.,  will  continue  as  President  of  the  Institution,  the  duties  of 
which  office  he  has  discharged  so  successfully  and  satisfactorily  for  the  past  five' 
years.     The  kind,  gentle,    and  persuasive  manners   of   Di.    (jwallney,    coupled, 
with  his  high  Christian  character,  lit  him  in  a  pre-eminent  degree  lobe  at    the 
head  of  a  female  college,  ' 

The  continued  attention  lo  the  Hygienic  condition  of  tie  Institution  and 
the  watchfulness  and  care  over  the  health  of  the  pupil*,  by  the  teachers,  have 
been  promotive  of  the  best  results,  there  having  been  only  two  cases  of  serious 
illness  during  the  session.  Net  a  tingle  death  ha,s  occurred  in  the  Institute 
during  the  administration  of  the  present  President. 

'1  lie  judson  offers  facilities  for  obtaining  an  education  of  a  high  order,  and 
accomplishments  in  music  and  art,  which  are  equalled  by  few  and  surpassed  by' 
no  female  college  in  the  land.  The  next  session  will  open  on  the  first  day  of  Oc- 
tober next  under  the  direction  of  our  presentable  President,  assisted  by  a  corps' 
of  teachers,  efficient  and  competent  in  the  several  departments  over  which  they 
preside. 

it  having  come  to  the1  knowledge  of  the  Hoard  of  Trustees  that  enquiries1 
have  been  made  as  to  the  relation  existing  between  the  Judhon  Kemale  Institute  ' 
and  this  Convention,  we  would  stito  that   the  Institution  is   the  property  of  the 
Convention  by  virtue  of  a  deed  of  transfer   from  K.  I).    Kinc;  and  others    bear- 
ing date  November  f>.  1843,  and  which  is  duly  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  Pro-  1 
bate  Judge  of  this  county,  Jo  bo  held  for  educational  purposes  by  the  Conven- 
tion.    Should  the  Convention  dissolve  or  cease  to  hold   the  distinctive  views  of  • 
the  Baptist  Denomination  then  the  title  to  the  property  is  to  rest-  in  the  Cahaba 
Hnptist  Association.     For  further  information  we  refer  you  to  the  Act  of  lncor-' 
poration  approved  Inmiary,  1840,  and  to  the    report  of  the  committee  to  whom 
this  subject  was  referred  made  to  the  Convention  in  April,    1857.

HOME  MISSION  REPORT. 

During  the  past  year  Cod's  blessing  has  rested  upon  the  labors  of  the  mis- 
sionaries o?  the  Board  of  Home  Missions,  Thirty-four  of  these  have  been  suc- 
cessfully prosecuting  their  work  in  eleven  States,  and  in    the  Indian    Territory. 

In  San  Francisco,  California,  a  Chinese  church  has  been  established  under 
the  direction  of  Dr.  J.  B.   Hartwell. 

We  are  sorry  to  see  in  the  public  papers  an  uncalled  for  attack  upon  Hro. 
Hartwell,  impugning  his  motives  and  maligning  his  character,  called  forth  by  his 
efforts  to  convert  and  civilize  the  heathen. 

We  are  satisfied  that  Hro.  Hartwell  will  go  forward  in  his  work  and  prose- 
cute it  successfully  in  spite  of  opposition.  Let  our  prayers  for  him  ascend  con- 
tinually that  he  may  be  strengthened  from  above  and  enabled  to  pass  safely 
through  the  trials  which  encompass  his  pathway  and  impede  his  progress. 

In  the  last  report  of  the  Home  Mis-ion  Board,  mention  is  made  of  an  inter- 
esting incident  in  connection  with  his  labors.     Dr.  Hartwell  thus  write**: 

"Died.  In  San  Francisco  at  the  age  of  23  years,  I.ee  Wing  Tai,  a  member 
of  the  Chinese  Baptist  church.  A  more  beautiful  Christian  character  it  has  rarely, 
if  ever,  been  my  privilege  to  know.  It  was  my  custom  to  visit  him  very  often, 
to  read  and  pray  with  him,  and  it  gives  me  pleasure  to  testify  that  I  always  came 
away  with  my  spirits  cheered,  my  faith  strengthened,  and  my  courage  renewed. 
I  invariably  saw -there  so  beautiful  and  satisfactory  an  answer  to  the  infidel  oues- 
tion  I  have  often  had  put  to  me  by  professing  and  I  believe,  too,  genuine  Chris- 
tians, vi/:  'Can  the  Chinese  really  be  converted  ?  Are  there  any  real  Christians 
among  them?'  Could  such  doubters  have  known  l.ee  Wing  Tai  they  would  never 
have  repeated  these  questions.  The  sweetness  and  glory  of  the  gospel  faitli 
beamed  from  his  eyes,  shone  in  his  face,  warbled  from  his  lips,  and  rang  out  in 
his  life.  *  *  *  *  Thank  Cod  for  tii>  life  and  example  and  for  his  testimony  to 
the  power  and  joyousness  of  the  religion  of  Jesus," 

Among  the  Creeks  in  the  Indian  Territory  a  mission  school  has  been  estab- 
lished. Buddings  are  in  the  process  of  erection,  and  a  teacher  has  been  appointed. 
The  Missionaries  of  the  Board  are  faithfully  carrying  on  their  work  among 
the  red  men  of  the  forest,  and  are  blessed  in  their  labors. 

The  action  of  the  (leorgiaand  Alabama  Haptists  inplacingall  mission  work 
under  the  direction  of  the  Slate  Board  Secretary  meets  the  hearty  approval  of 
the  Home  Mission  Board.  Who  can  fail  to  be  pleased  to  know  that  for  the  year 
ending  July,  t38i,  more  than  $13,000  have  Inren  eontributed4by  Alabama  Bap- 
tists to  the  various  interests  fostered  by  the  Convention  ? 

May  we  not  hope  that  the    dwy  is  not  far  distant  when  a  much  larger  amount 
than  this  shall  be  disbursed  by  the  benevolent  agencies  of  the  churches? 

Let  u<  then  with  cheerful  hearts  go  onward  in  the  path  of  duty,  encouraged 
by  the  promise  of  him  who  said  to  his  disciples,  "Loll  am  with  you  always 
even  unto  the  end  of  the  world  "

Thr  ajrd  Annual  Rrport  or  thk  Alabama  Crntral  Frmai.k  Collrok  at 

Tuscaloosa> 

On  the  24tli  day  of  June,  iSSr,  this  college  closed  out  of  the  most  prosper, 
ous  years  in  its  history.  Emerging  from  difficulties  that  had  threatened  serious 
disaster  if  not  the  very  life  of  the  coll  !ge,  it  lias  established  it  self  upon  a  basis 
so  firm  as  to  inspire  its  friends  with  the  highest  confidence  in  its  permanent  suc- 
cess. This  confidence  is  shown  by  the  large  increase  of  pupils  during  the  past 
year,  the  number  registered  being  133,  an  increase  of  more  than  forty  per  cent 
over  that  of  the  preceding  year.  Of  this  number, .ten  were  awarded  diplomas 
as  full  graduates.  Two  gold  medals  were  awarded,  one  to  Miss  Mary  Palmer, 
of  Northport,  for  the  greatest  improvement  in  Art;  the  other  to  Miss  Josie  Fos- 
ter for  excellence  in  home  deportment.  The  measure  of  success  which  the  col- 
lege has  reached  is  largely  due  to  the  exemplary  deportment  of  the  young  ladies 
whose  constant  aim,  together  with  the  teachers,  was  to  contribute  to  a  pleasant 
social  life  of  mutual  confidence  and  cheerful  acquiescence  in  the  college    rules. 

The  property  has  received  much  needed  repairs.  A  new  roof  has  been  put 
on  one  of  the  buildings  and  also  on  the  other  so  far  as  needed.  Several  new 
pianos  and  other  furniture  have  been  added.  The  college  is  absolutely  free 
from  debt  and  is  self-sustaining.  While  all  the  departments  of  the  college  are 
in  the  hands  of  teachers  whose  htness  has  been  tested  by  years  of  successful  experi- 
ence, it  is  our  aim  to  give  more  than  ordiiary  prominence  to  the  department  o"f 


English.  This  department  is  in  charged  Mrs.  Lucie  Dayton  Phillips,  (laugh. 
tei  of  the  late  I  >r.  Dayton,  the  well  known  author  of  "Theodocia. "  Having 
this  splendid  property  free  of  rent  we  are  enabled  to  offer  the  best  educational 
advantages  at  the  lowest  cost. 

Now  that  the  college  has  emerged  from  all  her  difficulties  and  shown  that 
she  has  life  and  a  power  of  good,  she  would  most  earnestly  appeal  to  the  great 
Kaptist  brotherhood  of  Alabama,  not  for  pecuniary  aid,  but  for  an  equitable 
share  of  patronage,  that  she  may  bring  into  requisition  that  capacity  for  useful- 
ness which  has  been  developed  in  the  midst  of  the  most  adverse  circumstances, 
and  which,  despite  the  difficulties  in  the  way,  has  commanded  the  respect  and 
admiration  of  all  who  have  witnessed  her  struggle  ami  her  triumph.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  EVANGELIZATION 

OF  THE  COLORED  RACE. 
The  evangelization  of  the  colored  race,  demands  most  careful  and  serious 
consideration  :  careful,  because  of  the  great  delicacy  of  the  method  by  which  its 
accomplishment  must  be  approached;  serious,  because  of  the  gigantic  evil  that 
may  come  either  from  an  entire  failure  to  undertake  it  or  from  a  mis.step  in  the 
undertaking. 
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Why  isthat  Race  here  f  who  i>  responsible  for  it  ?  Di,|  buman  cupidity  bring 
them  to  our  shores,  or  did  the  mysterious  working  of  an  alUwise  Providence 
bring  them  here  for  evangelization ?  These,  ami  rill  ,ach  enquiries  as  these,  so 
far  as  their  Christian  enlightenment  isconccrneil,  are  of  no  avail  and  profit  noth- 
ing.  For,  even  if  they  should  all  give  the  same  answer,  the  f.ict  th.it  they  are 
here  exists,  and  still  comes  the  stupendous  question,  what  is  to  be  done.'toward* 
their  evangelization  ? 

No  one  likes  to  have  his  religion  attacked  or  criticised  when  earnestly  un- 
dertaking to  teach  Christianity.  Hence  it  is  deemed  impolitic,  under  the  sui- 
rounding  circumstances,  to  make  mention  of  any  errors  or  imperfections,  if  such 
exist,  into  which  the  colored  race  has  fallen  or  may  fall,  without  the  aid  of 
more  enlightenment,  although  we  may  readily  see  and  comprehend  them.  Hut 
we  do  say  that  this  race  needs,  greatly  needs,  aid.  Do  they  see  their  need  as  we 
see  it  ?  Can  we  give  them  aid  ?  If  so  to  what  extent  and  in  what  manner?  Aie 
they  willing  to  receive  it,  and  to  receive  it  in  such  manner  and  to  the  extent 
we  are  able  to  give  it  ?  Such  questions  should  be  carefully  considered.  The 
movement  should  be  gradual,  each  step  carefully  guarded. 

We  are  gratified  to  report  that  the  effort  already  nude  has  been  decidedly 
successful  as  a  beginning.     And  we  herewith    submit  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  the  movement  already  made  for  the  evangelization  of  the 
colored  race,  is  a  work  to  which  the  Baptists  of  Alabama  should  earnestly  ad- 
dress themselves,  and  that  the  same  should  be  pressed  forward,

per  and  raising  it  to  its  present  influence  and  power;  and  that  we  recommend  to 
the  churches  and  Sabbath  Schools  of  Alabama,  the  Sabbath  School  papers  of 
the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  viz.:  "Kind  Words," "Baptist  Gem"  and  the 
Quarterlv  soon  to  be  published,*  edited  by  S.  Boykin,  Macon.  Georgia,  as  ad- 
mirably adapted  to  the  purposes  for  which  they  have  been  established.

REPORT  ON  FOREIGN  MISSIONS. 
To  the  Alabama  BaitistCoxvkntion; 

With  the  partial  return  of  prosperity  t>>  our  Southland,  it  \*  gratifying  to 
note  that  there  has  been  increased  interest — as  manifested  by  the  contributions 
lo  the  cause  of  Foreign  Missions.  We  learn  from  the  report  of  our  Foreign  Board 
maile  at  the  late  Convention  at  Columbus,  Mississippi,  that  the  contributions  for 
the  year  jn-t  ended  amounted  to  something  over  $44,000,  which  is  considerably 
above  the  average  for  the  past  thirty-five  years. 

There  are  also  several  other  highly  gratifying  facts  gathered  from  the  same 
report  to  which  your  committee  l>eg  lo  call  your  attention. 

1st.     That  the  Hoard  i-  free  from  debt. 

3tul.     That  the  Hoard  was  enabled  to  send  out    seven  new  missionaries. 

3rd.  That  the  Great  Master  has  blessed  his  laborers  in  foreign  fields  with 
great  shower-  of  blessings.  1 1  i -  eye  and  hi*  -miles  are  upon  them  and  his  care 
has  been  about  them.  Whilst  the  missions  of  our  own  Hoard  have  not  been  so 
largely  blessed  .is  those  of  some  other-,  yet  we  have  much  cause  for  gratitude, 
and  encouragement  for  renewed  effort  in  thi-  great  work.  The  statistics  fur- 
nished by  the  Hoard  are  thirty-nine  missionaries,  twenty  churches,  one  hundred 
ami  twenty  baptisms  and  a  present  member-hip  of  eight  hundred  and  fifty-four. 

4th.  That  the  cost  of  raising  funds  for  this  work  is  much  less  that  in  for- 
mer yeai>.  In  Alabama  it  is  about  7  per  cent;  in  South  Carolina  about  1  >ii>cr 
cent,  whilst  in  some  other  of  our  sister  States  it  Ls  about  30  per  cent. 

It  is  al-o  very  gratifying  to'ltarn  from  the  energetic  Secretary  of  our  State 
Hoard  that  under  the  plan  adopted  at  your  last  Convention  for  raising  fund-  for 
this  work  the  contribution-  of  our  State  for  la-t  year  have  nearly  doubled  those 
of  the  year  previous.  Vet  it  is  sad  to  know  that  Alabama — formerly  one  of  the 
bremosl  contributors  to  the  Foreign  Mission  Hoard — comes  so  far  short  of  her 
high  duty  in  this  respect.  Her  contributions  fur  the  year  just  closed  aggregate 
only  about  $2,000,  or  about  2x/t  cents  per  member  for  the  white  Baptists  of  Ala- 
bama !  This  record  is  humiliating  and  it  becomes  us  to  strive  to  learn  and  to 
remove  the  cause.  It  cannot  be  that  we  do  not  theorize  correctly!  No,  at  our 
Convention  ami  Associations  we  adopt  with  great  unanimity  appropriate  resolu- 
tions. We  de\  ise  apparently  good  plans  but  these  seem  well  nigh  to  exhaust  our 
missionary  spirit.  It  is  well  to  theorize  correctly,  but  more  important  that  we  put 
our  theories  into  practical  execution.  We  should  not  cease  our  efforts  in  devi- 
lling plans  till  we  have  reached  successfully  the  ureal  mass  of  our  brethren;  for 
surely  it  is  because  our  contributions  are  nude  by  the  f<:w  that  they  are  so  mea- 
gre. When  the  cause  of  missions  is  discussed  in  the  family  circle  and  prayed 
over  around  the  hearthstone  then  will  our  contributions  be  largely  increased. 

By  reference  to  the  report  made  at  the  last  session  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  it  will  be  seen  that  South  Carolina  gave  to  thi-  work  three  times  as 
much  as  Alabama;  two  reasons  have  been  suggested  as  the  cause:  1st.  They 
have  a  large  number  of  l.adies  Missionary  Societies  at  work  in  that  Stale;  and. 
they  have  a  devoted  missionary  from  that  state  in  whom  the  churches  feel  a  per- 
sonal interest.  Whilst  we  are  not  prepared  to  recommend  to  the  Baptists  of 
Alabama  the  formation  of  societies  to  do  the  work  of  the  churches  we  do  urge 
that  persistent  efforts  be  made  to  interest  our  sisters  more  in  the  work.  To  ac- 
complish this,  and  to  bring  the  matter  home  to  the  consciences  of  our  members 
we  recommend: 

1st.  That  the  churches  appoint  from  their  lady  members  active  and  ener- 
getic committees  on  mission  work.  Thi<  will  do  away  with  the  objection  made 
to  separate  societies,  and  properly  organized  will  secure  the  active  interest  of 
our  sisters. 
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2nd.  That  the  first  prayer-meeting  of  each  month  be  devoted  to  Missions 
and  thus  revive  the  old  "conceit  of  prayer." 

3rd.  That  the  churches  pray  the  "Lord  of  the  harvest"  for  some  Alabamian 
who  shall  desire  to  preach  the  Cross  to  the  heathen. 

4th.  That  special  effort  be  made  in  each  church  to  circulate  the  Foreign 
Mission  Journal,  and  thus  inform  our  members  of  the  work  and  of  the  neces- 
sities  of  our  Foreign  Mission  Board.        Respectfully  submitted,

66.  Resolved,  That  the  State  Mission  Board  be  instructed  to  take  into  con- 
sideration the  feasibility  of  Alabama  Baptists'  supporting  a  specific  Mission  in  a 
foreign  held,  and  that  they  correspond  With  brethren  in  the  Slate  so  that  suitable 
names  may  be  suggested  at  the  next  session  of  the  Convention  for  appointment 
to  this  work,  rvnd  that  the  Board  proceed  also  at  once  to  select  two  young  men, 
if  such  can  be  found,  to  be  sent  to  the  Foreign  Hoard  for  appointment. 

67.  Resolved,  That  hereafter  the  CorresjKinding  Sec.  of  the  Home  Mis- 
sion Board  be  requested  to  present  in  his  annual  report  such  details  as  shall  rep- 
resent the  benevolence  of  the  denomination  in  the  State. 

08.  Resolved,  That  it  ir  with  peculiar  pleasure  we  give  public  expression  of 
our  appreciation  of  the  cordial  hospitality  of  the  citizen*  of  Troy.  We  shall 
leave  with  a  most  pleasant  recollection  of  their  thriving  city,  their  beautiful 
resiliences  and  their  unstinted  hospitality  in  entertaining  the  members  and 
visitors  of  this  Convention; — and  to  the  different  Churches  and  Railroads  for 
courtesies  extended.

REPORT  ON  EDUCATION. 
To  thk  Ai.akama  Baptist  Convention: 

The  chief  object  of  this  Convention  is  to  devise  and  develop  Education- 
al schemes  and  enterprises,  to  the  end  that  the  Gospel  of  the  grace  of  Cod 
may  be  carried  to  all  the  destitute  places  in  our  State  and  the  world.  All  the 
operatives  in  every  department  of  Christian  work  need  lobe  properly  educated 
and  qualified,  that  they  may  be  "thoroughly  furnished"  for  their  work.  Wheth- 
er pastor  or  publisher,  missionary  or  manager,  evangelist  or  educator,  the  man 
of  God  should  be  thoroughly  furnished;  for  without  proper  education  all  our 
work  will  be  improperly  directed  and  in  vain.  We  should  discriminate  between 
true  and  false  education.  Your  committee  therefore  deem  it  important  to  make 
some  suggestions  relative  to  this  the  great  work  of  the  Convention,  underlying 
as  it  does,  a  necessary  prerequisite  to  every  other  branch  of  missionary  work 
coming   under  its  purview. 

Education  from  its  very  nature  must  be  of  a  religious  or  irreligious  tenden- 
cy.  It  cannot  be  neutral  nor  both  with  the  individual.  Unless  the  eight  foun- 
dation  is  laid  by  educating  first  the  heart,  the  moral  faculty  of  the  child,  which 
must  be  done  in  the  tirst  eight  or  ten  years,  the  tendency  of  the  education  is  apt 
to  be  inimical  to  the  development  of  the  spiritual  or  religious  nature.  The 
education  of  the  heart  and  feelings  and  the  formation  of  correct  principles, 
should  always  precede  the  development  of  the  brain  and  intellect.  The  mis. 
ery  or  the  happiness  of  men  and  their  usefulness  or  mischief  to  society  depend* 
more  upon  earliest  impressions  on  the  heart  made  by  the  mother  and  the  infant 
class  teacher  than  on  all  they  lenrn  in  college  halls  in  maturer  years.  Men  act 
from  impulse  and  feeling  more  than  by  reflection  and  judgment,  ami  if  the 
heart  has  been  neglected  when  it  was  young  and  tender,  judgment  will  be  ren- 
dered by  such  persons  without  regard  to  justice  and  mercy. 

The  London  (Quarterly  Review  said  on  this  subject,  more  than  a  fourth  of 
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a  century  ago,  tint  it  is  the  vice  of  the  age  to  substitte  learning  for  wisdom; 
"lo  «-<Ju>jat«  the  head  and  forget  there  is  a  more  important  education  necessary 
for  the  heart."  And  President  Everett,  of  Cambridge  University,  in  his  inaug- 
ural addrei*  more  than  tweuty-tive  years  ago,  said  that  the  "educated  world, 
under  a  fal-e  system  of  education,  were  passing  into  a  refined  Heathenism; 
that  in  the  forum  aail  senate  gods  were  worshipped  no  better  than  the  gods  of  the 
Pantheon.  America'*  most  distinguished*  statesman  once  said,  that  "education 
and  religion  would  progress  eo-exten»ively."  He  ought  to  have  said,  that  a  re- 
ligion of  the  head  would  progress  with  the  education  of  the  head.  But  true  relig- 
ion may  progreti  with  the  cultivation  of  the  heart,  but  not  with  the  cultivation  of 
the  head,  the  intellect  without  cultivation  of  the  heart.  And  the  teachings  of 
Christ  corroborate  our  own  experience  that  the  time  to  educate \he  heart,  the 
moral  faculty,  is  in  early  youth.  The  Kingdom  of  Heaven  is  composed  of  lit 
tie  children  and  such  as  become  like  them  and  humble  themselves,  "beginning 
to  be  wise  by  fearing  the  Lord." 

Your  committee  deem  it  important  that  this  truth  be  clearly  set  forth,  that 
•while  it  is  the  chief  purpose  and  mission  of  the  Convention  toestabush  and sus 
rain  educational  enterprises,  it  all  looks  to  the  end  of  carrying  forward  the  Gos- 
pel of  Christ,  and  not  simply  to  educate  the  heads  and  develop  the  intellects  of 
our  youth.  All  our  institutions  of  learning  would  be  of  little  or  no  value  if  the 
development  only  of  the  mind  and  intellect  is  contemplated,  and  not  the  heart 
and  conscience.  Modern  materialists  and  skeptics  were  no  doubt  made  by  this 
very  process. 

Hut  if  the  proper  development  of  the  heart  and  feelings,  the  moral  faculty, 
the  spiritual  and  religious  nature,  must  needs  begin  and  for  the  most  part  be 
done  in  the  first  eight  or  ten  years  of  childhood,  how  can  it  be  contemplated  in 
tjje  college  course  ?  If  it  be  true  that  the  development  of  the  intellectual  pow 
ers  before  and  without  the  education  of  the  heart  be  indeed  a  dangerous  process, 
tending  rather  to  "war  against"  than  to  save  the  soul,  the  serious  question  comes 
up,  What  blunders  have  we  made,  and  how  shall  we  begin  to  lay  aright  the  sure 
foundation?  When  the  sagacious  Emj>eror  Julian  would  suppress  Christianity 
he  prevented  the  children's  being  taught  Christianity  within  his  domains.  The 
Jesuits  and  the  Jews,  and  all  the  sects  who  have  succeeded  in  establishing  so 
thoroughly  and  universally  their  peculiar  views,  have  done  so  by  impressing 
their  young  children,  especially  the  little  girls,  as  they  were  to  be  the  mothers 
of  the  next  generation.  And  if  we  Baptists  would  learn  at  once  the  great  secret 
of  succes*and  improve  it,  let  us  prosecute  with  more  earnestness  and  seal  the  work 
of  establishing  and  sustaining  denominational  institutions  for  true  female 
education.  If  all  the  mothers  in  the  land  were  truly  educated,  all  our  Theol- 
ogical Seminaries  and  missionary  work  would  go  forward  as  a  legimafe  result 
If  all  the  Heathen  nations  are  to  be  distinguished  by  the  fact  that  their  women 
are  kept  in  ignorance,  and  made  as  beasts  of  burden,  then  Christian  nations  and 
communities  should  be  characterized  by  institutions  to  educate  and  elevate  wom- 
an, to  qualify  her  for  that  indispensable  work  which  neither  men  nor  angels 
can  do,  viz:  to  lay  the  only  true  foundation  for  true  education  in  the  hearts  and 
consciences  of  the  children.  Just  as  the  twig  is  bent  the  tree  is  inclined.  It  is 
as  easy  to  straighten  the  crooked    tree  as  it  is  the  cr  >oked  mind. 

Baptists  have  never,  as  a  people,  been  remarkable  for  teaching  their  chil- 
dren their  own  views  of  God's  will  and  word  not  even  in  their  Sunday  schools. 
Too  often  in  our  weakness  to  appear  "liberal"  wc  show  them  how  to  apologize 
for  being  Baptists  instead  of  arming  and  equipping  them  to  defend  the  truths  we 
hold. 

Let  us  learn  from  the  Jesuit  and  learn  from   the  Jew; 

From  the  Moslem,  the  Heathen,  and   ects  not  a  few; 

From  the  "children  of  this  world,"  and  be  wiser  than  they 

In  teaching  our  children  the  "truth  and  the  way." 
There  can  be  no  donbt  that  the  establishment  of  the   fudson    Female  lo- 
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stitute  is  the  grandest  work  of  this  Convention,  It  is  recognized  every  where 
as  a  denominational,  a  Ba|>ttst,  school,  ami  a>  such  it  is  the  proper  place  to  he- 
gin  to  lay  the  true  foundation  for  the  training  of  our  theological  teachers;  for 
"they  that  rock  the  cradle  rule  the  world,"  and  if  they  are  not  trained  to  iock 
and  rule  for  Christ  then  the  kingdoms  of  this  world  will  not  be  brought  to 
him.  Your  committee  also  recommend  the  Alabama  Central  Female  College 
at  Tuscaloosa,  which  is  also  in  a  prosperous  condition,  to  the  fostering  caie  of 
the  Baptists  of  Alabama,  believing  that  all  institutions  of  learning  should  be 
under  the  care  and  responsible  to  some  Christian  community. 

In  reviewing  the  history  of  Alabama  Baptists  we  tind  that  this  Convention 
has  ever  been  awake  to  the  cause  of  education,  the  great  object  for  which  it  was 
organized.  We  rind  that  a  half  century  ago  this  Convention  established  a  "Lit- 
erary  and  manual  labor  school,"  at  Greensboro,  which  was  in  successful  oper- 
ation only  a  few  years  when  the  immortal  Howard  and  Judson  were  established, 
which  have  stood  the  shock  of  revolution,  and  stand  like  proud  monuments  tow- 
ering over  its  wrecks  and  ravages.  Though  not  endowed  as  they  should  be, 
they  are  yet  prosperous  and  flourishing. 

Your  committee  are  glad  to  learn  that  through  efficient  and  economical 
management  the  Howard  lias  at  last  discharged  all  its  indebtedness,  and  aUo  that 
the  Judson  is  making  progress  in  the  same  direction.  But  as  it  appears  that 
this  institution  is  also  the  property  of  this  Convention  and  that  it  is  still  incum- 
bered with  debt,  we  think  it  proper  that  the  Convention  be  informed  as  to  the 
nature  and  extent  of  its  indebtedness  and  the  time  of  maturity. 

We  would  further  recommend,  since  referring  to  the  report  made  to  this 
Convention  in  April,  1857,  as  suggested  in  the  report  of  the  Trustees,  that  this 
Convention  tl  ret  or  appoint  the  Hoard  of  Trustees  for  the  Judson,  for  the 
same  reasons  and  in  the  same  manner  that  it  does  for  the  Eioward,  and  that  this 
present  Convention  formally  sanction  and  ratify  the  present  Board  of  Trustees 
in  office,  and  their  official  acts  in  their  labor  of  love  to  relieve  the  Judson  of 
debt.

RKPOKT  ON  AGKD  AND  INFIRM  MINISTERS* 

We  have  no  data  to  bring  before  the  Convention  as  to  the  result* of  the 
plans  hitherto  inaugurated,  to  place  the  "Support  of  Aged  and  Infirm  Ministers" 
upon    "the  list  of  benevolent  objects'*  to  be  fostered  by  tke  Denomination. 

The  report  of  last  year  presented  urgent  and  conclusive  reasons  why  this 
should  be  done,  and  your  committee  can  only  emphasize  the  opinions  then  ut- 
tered. * 

We  still  believe  and  affirm  that  H»esc  aged  servants  of  Christ  have  «  claim 
upon  the  sympathies  and  material  help  of  the  Baptists  of  this  State,  that  they  can 
not  without  a  violation  o(  the  noblest  impulses  of  a  Christian  manhood  ignore. 

Of  many  of  these  old  brethren  it  may  be  said  in  the  language  of  the  Apostle 
Paul,  they  have  approved  themselves  "ministers  of  Cod  in  much  patience,  in  af- 
flictions, in  necessities,  in  distresses,  in  labors,  in  watching*, in  fastings,  bypure- 
ness  of  knowledge,  by  long-suffering,  by  kindness,  by  the  Holy  Ghost,  by  love 
unfeigned — as  sorrowful,  yet  always  rejoicing;  as  poor,  yet  making  many  rich; 
as  having  nothing,  yet  possessing  all  things." 

In  a  Tillage  not  far  distant  lives  one  of  these  dear  old  brethren,  like  a  sheaf 
of  gram  fully  ripened,  waiting  only  to  be  garnered  in  the  skies.  Bed-ridden, 
partially  blind,  palsied  with  infirmities  and  age  of  87  winters  upon  him,  he  yet 
maintains  a  sweetness  of  patience,  a  cheerful  submissiveness  to  the  will  of   his 
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Heavenly  Father  that  preaches  more  eloquently  than  the  mosi  powerful  ser- 
mons that  ever  fell  from  his  lips  in  the  prune  of  his  intellectual  vigor  and 
strength.  To  many  of  those  present  this  brother  is  known.  To  some  in  day* 
past  he  has  spoken  in  words  of  wisdom  and  instruction  in  the  halls  of  learning; 
to  others  he  may  be  a  father  in  the  gospel. 

Brethren  of  the  Convention!  it  is  for  him  and  such  as  he  that  this  enterprise 
is  attempted. and  this  appeal  made.  Superannuated,  incapableby  the  providence 
of  God  of  making  farther  effort,  poor  and  needy,  shall  they  be  permitted  to 
languish  and  suffer  for  the  common  necessaries  of  life  when  a  slight  effort 
on  our  part  might  avert  it?
